And for preventing of frauds and offences againft the’ prohibitions by 
this a&t mode, it is further enadted,’That whatever perfon or perfons 
Paall be convicted of extraGting or diftilling apy fpirigs from corn. or o- 
ther materials, or of having io his, her, or their cuftody, any worm or 
fill commonly ufed in diftfine corn fpirits, he, dhe, or thoy -fhell for- 
feit and lofe the fum of Owe Hunpkep Pounns for each offence; one 
moiety of which fhall belong to the peor-of the parith in which fuch 
offence thall be committed, and ‘be paid to the kirk-treafurer or other 
receiver.of chariti¢s upon their account, and the other moiety to the per- 
fon or perfons who fhall inform of and fue for the fame: And further, 
the fill, worm, batch, and whole other utenfils found therewith and be- 
longing thereto, thall_be forfeited and feized, and the value thereof di-

roperty of the principal offender ; which offender, upon fuffcring him- 
Pt to be imprifoned therefor, fhill not be entitled to the henefit of 
¢effio bonram, neither fhall the burghs be at liberty to difcharge the fuid 
perfon or perfons, in virtue of the ad of the Parliament of Scotland 
commonly called the af of grace, or any other privilege of the law, but 
,the faid perfons fha!l fuffer imprifonment as fraudulent effenders againtt 
and debtors to his Majefly’s revenue: As alfo providing, that it fhall be 
lawful for che faid Commiffioners of Exafe, by the tenor of the licences 
to be by thein granted, to reftrict the perfon or perfons, reccivers of the 
fame, to tefide in fuch particular places uf the faid counties, places, or 
diftritts, as to the faid Commiffioners fhall feem proper for anfwering 
the purpofes hereby intended, the faid places being always at the di- 
ftance of ten miles (according to the computation of the country) at the 
feat from any entered or excifeable diitillery ; and the perfons {9 li- 
eenfed by them thail be obliged, ten days before the expiration of the 
current commiffion, to renew the fame, and pay the monies refpectively 
due therefor ; providing, that in cafe the perfons fo anthoriled fhall 
negle& to take out new commiflions, as is hereby direéted, and continue 
notwithftanding to diftill fpirits, fuch perfons thall forfeit and lofe the 
fum of One Hundred Pounps, and hhall not be capable of being again 
licenced, and the Conrmiffioners fhall authorife other. perfonsan » 
laces; providing aifo, that in the cafés where new commillions fhall 
iffved to other perfons upon account of the neglect of the diltiller 


formerly licenfed, fuch perfon, if alive, or, if deceafed, his heirs, execu- 


tors,—or ‘other reprefentatives. fhall he obliged to deliver up the fill and 
other implements belonging thereto, to the excife officer of the diflridt, ' 
upon payment of the value thereof, to be determined by afiy two of the 
aearett Jutices Of the Peace refident at the time, one to be named by 
the officer, and the other by the faid perfon or his reprefentarives ; and 
upon the delay or refufal of fuch delivery or nomination of a Juftice, it 
fhall be lawfui for the officer to feize upon the faid fill and implements, 
and to\have the fame valued hy any two Juttices of the Peace in the 


» bounds, and to confign the value thereof in the hands of the Sheriff- 


clerk, or the Clerk of the Peace of the county, to be by them mace 
forth-onting to the perfons having riyht, at their own rife ; and the faid 
fill and implentents are to be at the difpofal of the Commiflioners of 
Excife. 

And ftili more effe&tually to anfwer the purpofes before exprefled, it 
is enacted, That no fpirits manufactured by fuch licenced dittiller thall 
be exported, or carried, or fuld, out of the hounds of the feveral coun- 
ties, diftri&ts, parithes, or places before defcribed ; and in cafe any fuch 
fpirits fhail be found out of the faid hounds, the fame fhall be ip/s fatto 
forfeited, and are hereby directed to be feized, and treated according to 
the rules of excife in.common cafes of forfeiture ; providing alfo, that it 
fhel! not be lawful to the faid licenced diftillers to keep, have, or nfe 
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to the tenor or diredtion of their refpecive licences; as alfo, that it tha'l 
not be lawful for fuch licenced difliilers to ufe or confume any other 
grain than the growth or produce of the purith or diitri@ (to. be mea- 
tioned and defcribed in the licence to be taken out in manner aforefaid) 
where he refides; neither it thall be lawful to him, her, or them, to 
purchafe Spirits from one another, or to purchafe or receive into their 
{tock {pirics niade by any other perfoas whatfoever; and in cafe of any 
offence againft chis prohibition, ant due conviction thereof, the faid per- 
fous fhall forfeit the fam of One Hynoaen Pounns, one moiety where- 
of thall yo to the poor of che parith where the offencé thall be commic- 
ted, and the other moiety to the inforimer : And farther, that the faid 
diftilters, upon fuel conviction, thal! iofe the benefit of his, her, or their 
licences, and be ine-pable of having the fame renewed, and thall alfo 
forfeit hig; her, or gheir {till orinvplements, the walue whereot fhall be 
divided between the r of the, parifh and the informer in the fame 
manner as the pay afotelaid ; which penalties are to be leviedson 
t Tobie the “diltifiers, ant, failing of goods fulficieat for that put+ 
pafe, thelr perfons are to be imprifoned an: detained, without the vene- 
fig of the ceffie bonorum, or the act for the relief of the royal burghs, 
cammonly called the a& of grace, or other relief whatever ; providing 
alf, thac ifany fuch licenced téhant, poff for, or cackfimai of land, thatl 
he eonvicted of wilfully keeping or working a {till larger or of more 
content than is {pecified in his licence, or of keeping or working two or 
more ftills, contrary to the foregoing prohibition, then, and in that cafe, 
the imediate landlord or proprieggr of the ground or place upon which 
the -fajid fraud has heen committed, fhall be obliged to make good the 
penalty, or remainder thereof, after the fale of the offender's goods in 
manuer before mentioned, referviug to the faid (andlords die relief a- 
gainft the perfons and properties af their faid offending tenants, in the 
fame manner as is herein before provided for relief of the heritors of 
is parifft againft unliceuced and fraudulent diitilicrs within their 
jounds, 

Ir is farther enaéted, That it fhall be lawful to the faid Commiffioners 
of Excife to withdraw all or 4ny of the licences granted by them, ac any 
time they fhall jatge proper, or to refufe to renew or continue the 
fame ; providing; thag: if fuch licences, fhall be withdrawn during the 
currency thereof, wighout any fault or offence proven upon the holder 
thereof, he, fle, or they thal! be entitled to be repaid of a proportion of 
1. the monies advanced by them, correfpondent to the time which may be 
unexpired at the notice of Mich licence being withdrawn; but che itill 
and implements are, in that cafe, to be given up, valucd, and paid for, 
as above directed. 

And, in the laft place, for punithing the negligent, and encouraging 
the diligent officers of excife, within the counties before defcribed, it is 
enacted, That if any officer thal! difcover and feize unlicenced fills, or 
fills kept by. perfons licenced of greater content than twenty gallons 
-Englifo meafure, or otherwife, as is before mentioned, whea the heads 
are on as aforefaid, of more than one {til in the cuftody ef fuch perfon, 
of give information of fuch frauds, fo as the offenders fhall be convicted 
thereof, fuch officer thall be entitled-to a Rewaap of len Pounps 
Sterling for every {till fo feized, or information given, to be paid him 
with the next falary due ;\ and the fum of Five Pounds fhall be deducted 
out.ofthe falary of the officer who did duty for three months iu the faid 
dittri. preceding; and in whofe time the faid frauds were committed, 
and allowed to remaim undifCovered.”
